To make sausage keep its shape in 
flat cakes, after nmkintr them the size 
you wish, dip them into Hour; this will 
effectually prevent them from falling 
apart. 

An ornamental hook rack is of light 
wood with little poles tit- each end of 
the shelves; to these can he fastened 
side pieces of plush, embroidered or 
otherwise decorated. 

A pretty ornament for a bare space 
on the wall is made by taking the paper 
off from a fan which has a nice frame, 
and running ribbons in; use four rows 
of ribbons in two shades. Have a 
marked difference in the shades. 

If you are making a large quantity of 
tomato catsup, the juice which is not 
boiling may be kept heatK'tl by [tutting 
into a stone jar, and keeping this mi 
the buck part of the stove. This will 
hasten the matter of boiling the catsup, 
as it will eviiporai i surprisingly if 
simply kept not. 

Lovely tidies are made of white mus- 
lin; they are hemmed, and in tie 1 centre

used which is intended for litis kind of 
embroidery, it will not fade, or "run ' 
when washed, and the tidies are thus 
rendered sei'V iceable. 

A novelty in thenlmpi of n pili null 
ion cover, is to cover a thick cushion of 
medium size with satin, then cover one 
corner with very sheer white muslin; 
this should be cut in the form of a 
triangle, and where the muslin endsand 
the satin begins, put a jabot of lace 
there. The effect is both pretty and 
quite new. 

Brown appie sauce, t.. acfvn on the 
platter with pork chops, is madehy ink 
nig a little soup stock, or if you have 
roast-beef gravy it is still nicer; into 
this put the apples w hich are peeled 
and cored and sliced, lei them cook 
until tender in this, season with salt 
and a little rial pepper. When they 
are done beat them until light and 
soft. 

Directions for ebonizing wood: Log- 
wood chips, eight ounces; water q. s. ; 
copperas, half an ounce; boil tin; log- 
wood in one gallon of water for half an 
hour, and atld the 'copperas. Apply to 
the wooil hot, giving two or three coats. 
In varnishing ebonized wood a little 
"drop black" must be added, or '.he 
varnish is almost certain to give a 
brown shade. 

Meat balls. to drop into soup stock 
are made of veal, with about one -fouoth 
as much suet as veal, and with three- 
fourths of bread crumbs, with sail, 
pepper, and parsely, or other herbs to 
your taste; and one beaten egg, which 
will moisten and hold the ingredients 
together; make into round bulls, drop 
into hot lard and fry quickly; drain 
them well on a cloth, and they are 
ready for the soup. 

A useful article to hung in a gentle- 
man's room is a case made of linen, in 
which he can keep bis umbrellas ami 
canes. The esse should be cut in tin' 
form of a closed uinbrell I that is, it 
should slope from the top to the bottom 
gradually. There should be a division, 
so that the canes will not be in tin 
same pocket with the um' irelhts; bind 
this all around with brown ribbon or a 
heavy braid, and with brown crewel 
embroider on the front the outlines of 
an umbrella and it cane. 

Delicious corn soup; Take ono dozen 
ears of corn and one quart of cream; 
cut the grains of corn through the 
middle with a very sharp knife; scrape 
them off Boil the ears in just water 
enough to cover them, until the sweet- 
ness is extracted from them Strain l his 
liquor, and then take as much of it us 
you need for the desired quantity of 
soup, sav one; quart. Add the cream 
slowly and stir it gently so that, it will 
not curdle. Put the corn into this 
and let it cook until it is Lender. Add 
pepper and salt to your taste. 

A nice dessert for a plain dinner is 
made in this way: .Make some pie 
crust, which will be delicate without 
being greasy, roll il Out thin, but set- 
that it is even and that there are no 
spots when: it will break. Cut it in 
strips or squares that will hold a spoon 
fill of jam, th<Ml double them or fold 
them together, wet the edges with the 
white of Bll egg, or it' you take great 
care in pressing them together, a little 
water will answer as well. Fry them 
in lard that is heated to the boiling 
point. Sift powdered sugar over them. 
They may be served warm or cold as 
you prefer. 

A cheap and yet lasteful cover for 
the sideboard mantel is greatly desired 
by most women. It can be made of 
linen crash which costs about 12| cents 
per yard; cut it long enough so that the 
ends will hang over for about one- 
quarter of a yard; fringe the ends and 
overcast the edge; then put three rows 
of draw n- work above the fringe, and it 

you choose to still further orna ut it, 

a simple vine in outline stitch may he 
worked on each end. Work this with 
crewel; it will wash belter than mark- 
ing cotton will, aud besides, you can 
take longer stitches with goutl effect. 
Two or three of these simple scarfs 
will not cost .so much as one very hand- 
some one, and yet you will be able to 
keep the side-board looking neat and 
orderly every day. 

A handsome tidy that has the merit 
of washing well is not often seen. One 
recently invented answers to this dis- 
cription: Ohoose some coarse, white 



crash; look at it carefully to see that it 
is as evenly woven as possible, then 
pull out threads until it is barred off, 
and stitches may be counted as in can- 
vas; work a border on each end, and 
then begin at one corner and work in 
diaguonal lines, in a common cross-stitch, 
till over the crash. This is to be done 
with cvowel, in four colors, red, green, 
yellow, and black. The ends of the 
crash should hi! fringed before anything 
else is done. This tidy may be put 
smoothly over a chair back, or made so 
long that it can be tied in a graceful 
knot in the centre. This is a pretty 
way also in which to ornament tho 
crash sideboard cover. 



The Jewels in European 
Crowns. 



The crown of England is believed to 
be the finest piece of regalia in the 
world. The lower part of the band is a 
row of 2'J pearls, the upper part of 111!; 
between them, in front, is a largo sap- 
phire, behind is n smaller sapphire, 
with six others and eight emeralds. Be- 
twei-n the two great stippliires are orna- 
ments containing -SG diamonds. Above 
the band are eight sapphires, surmount- 
ed by eight diamonds and eight fes- 
toons, containing I GO diamonds. In the 
front of the crown is the ruby given to 
the Black Prince by Pedro, King of 
Castile. This is set in a Maltese cross 
and forming the cross are seventy-five 
large diamonds. Three other crosses are 
round the upper part of the crown, 
containing altogether 38G diamonds, 
between the four crosses sre four orna- 
ments with four rubies in their centres, 
and containing respectively eighty- four 
eighty-live, eighty-six, and eighty - 
seven diamonds. From the .Maltese 
crosses rise four arches composed of oak 
leaves aud acorns, tho leaves containing 
7'26 diamonds. The thirty-two acorns 
are each of a single pearl, and are set 
in cups made of fifty- four diamonds. 
Above the arches stands the mound, 
containing 548 diamonds, and above 
the mound is the cross, containing a 
very large sapphire, four very large and 
10S smaller diamonds. The value of 
tho w hole is variously estimated, hut is 
commonly believed to be about $1,500,- 
000. 

The jewels of the crown of the King 
of Portugal are valued at 35,000,000 
francs, ami his diamonds weigh 5,000 
carats, their value being estimated at 
more than £2,000,000. Among them is 
a diamond reported to weigh 1,680 
carats, which, if genuine, is the largest 
stone of the kind in the world. It is, 
however, suspected to be a white to- 
paz, and the King will not allow a 
critical examination to be made of it. 

At the coronation of the present Czar 
and Czarina, two crowns were made for 
the occasion, together with a necklace, 
and the Empress' crown is thought to 
present to view the moat beautiful col 
lection of diamonds ever gathered in a 
singleoruament. It is uncertain whether 
Ltussia or Persia possesses the linest 
collection of crown diamonds in the 
world, Imt the honor belongs to one of 
i be two. 

One of t lu' linest collections of crown 
jewels in the world is possessed by the 
most hopelessly broken down potentate, 
i he Sultan of Turkey. Every Sultan 
from the earliest times has made a 
point of collecting jewels and selling 
none, and thus, through the course of 
ages, I he collection has become enor- 
mous. The jewel-rooms of the Turkish 
Sultan resemble nothing so much as tho 
description in the "Arabian Nights."

2'/7£ TIMES AND THE COLONIST 
ON THE SANITARY CONDI- 
TION OF VICTORIA. 

Oii Monday ovcning !::at theTimea pub- 
liahod a Leading article on sanitary mat- 
ters, which concluded us follows: 

"The city pays its oUiciula for perform- 
ing specific duties, which evidently they 
neglect, thereby endangering tho lives of 
our citizens. At present malarial fevers 
are very prevalent in the city and fatal cases 
occurring daily. How much longer nro a 
heathen horde to- be allowed to control 
tho city, violate its sanitary and other 
laws and set at defiance laws and rogula 
tions which any other class of eitizons 
dare not take undue liberty with? Are 
our dear ones to snatched from its by 
disease that can he traced to defective sani- 
tary lawn.- Shall it be said that our au- 
thorities prefer to mitigate a nuisance 
that is certain to increase tho rato of mor- 
tality to enforcing laws that may have 
the oil'ect of averting the loss of husband 
and wife, child or other dear friend I 
Cleanliness and godliness should go hand 
in hand, but Jiltliiness and heathenism ap- 
pear to control our destinies." 

On Friday The Colonist published a 
leading article in which the following ob- 
servations occurred: 

"In every street there are one or more 
lying ill of typhoid, diphtheria or other 
malarial complaint. We might go further 
and say that in nearly every household 
some member is suffering from the effect 
of noxious vapors I hat arise from the 
open drains, augmented by the damp and 
heavy atmosphere of tiie past few weeks." 

Last evening tho Times republished the 
nbovo extract from The Colonist, and 
shrieked : 

"The statement should be accepted with 
great caution, for this sweeping assertion 
1 is void of one important essential — the 
truth. 'While there are, unfortunately, 
a Jew eases of malarial fever in the city, 
the assertion that fevers are in every 
streot, as well as in nearly every house- 
hold, is as gross a fabrication as the The 
Colonist over uttered, and somu of these 
have been of the blackest hue. It is an 
unwarranted slander on our city, which 
must have the eftect of injuring its fame 
abroad, for many did intend wintering 
hero who now will go elsewhere, in conso- 
qnonco of such a villainous and untruth- 
ful statement being put into circulation." 

It will be seen by comparing the extract 
from the Times of Monday with that of 
The Colonist of Friday that the latter is 
the milder of the two. The Times on 
Tuesday first said that "malarial fevers 
are very prevalent (that is predominant, 
extensively existing.) and fatal cases oc- 
curring daily"; and then rolled its eyes 
and asked wildly, "Are our dear ones to 
bo snatched from us by disease that can 
bo traced to defective sanitary laws f" 
Then followed this aphorism: "Cleanli- 
ness and godliness go hand in hand; but 
hero Blthiness and heathenism appear to 
control our destinies." Now, we are not 
prepared to aaj' that the statement of the 
Times was overdrawn. Uur contempor- 
ary's feelings, no doubt, were worked 
up nt seeing "fatal cases occurring daily," 
and tho (spectacle of "lilthiness and heath- 
enism" going hand-iu-hund must have 
overpowered his physical and moral sensi- 
bilities; but how the paper that on Tuesday 
printed the article from which we have 
quoted could on Friday denounce o.ir 
milder statement that "in every household 
some member is suffering from the effect of 
the noxious vapors, "can only be accounted 
for on tho hypothesis that our contempor- 
ary is u mere creatine of impulse whose 
views change like the vane with every puff 
of wind that blows. While on this subject 
it may lie as well to state that we did not 
say that "fevers are in every household" — 
that is a Times fabrication of the opium- 
muokiug class for which it has lately be- 
como notorious. As far as the general 
health of the town is concerned wo agree 
with Tuesday's Times— it is bad, very bad. 
AVo again assert that in nearly every house- 
hold there is some member suffering from 
the effects of bad drainage, A person may 
suffer from these effects and be under 
medical treatment, and yet attend to his 
business. As to whether people will be 
frightened away from the town by tin: pub- 
lication of the Times article of Tuesday 
and that of The Colonist of Friday, that is a 
matter which, while we regret wo cannot 
help, the blame for the existence of the 
state of things which the 'fine s deplored 
on Tuesday and The Colonist regretted on 
Friday must rest on the right shoulders. 
The Times and The Colonist have pointed 
out the effects. It remains for the rate- 
payers to apply the remedy. 

CHOLERA.' 

When cholera broke out in Toulon and 
Marseilles, about five months ago, the 
whole of Europe was alarmed, and this 
same feeling extended to America. It 
was feared that the strictest quarantine 
could not prevent it from extending to 
England and the other countries of Eu- 
rope, and then across the Atlantic to the 
United States and Canada. The im 
mediate result of the scare in this coun- 
try ani England was that, nearly every 
city and town began to inquire into its 
sanitary condition and to prepare as far 
as possible to meet the grim visitor. His 
march has been closely watched; from 
France the plague spread into Italy, 
whero its viruloncy gradually abated , and 
Europe had just begun to congratulate 
itself on having escaped a more extended 
visitation when cholera again appeared in 
Paris, about two weeks ago, where it con- 
tinues to rage fiercely. At the time of 
its first outbreak we urged the necessity 
of preparing this city to resist an epi 
domic should cholera reach the Pacific 
coast. All that we then said in regard to 
the, danger that lay in the open gutters 
has been fully verified by the present 
epidemic of typhoid and diphtheria. 
Cholera, as ytf, has not reached us, but 
wo now see how badly prepared we are 'to 
meet it, or any other epidemic. The 
general impression is that the dreadful 
spectre now stalking through France will 
not bu laid for some time to come, but 
has only begun its march. Fast exper- 
ience teaches that cholera moves slowly, 
but moves continually. If it reaches 
England it will be impossible to prevent 
its being carried across to America, and 
Now York is now facing the fact and 
making overy preparation possible. Once 
on this continent, railway line* would 
carry it. in every direction unless traffic i« 
completely interrupted. Cholera may not 
reach us next year, or we may possibly bo 
spared the dreadful scourge altogether, 
but it is certainly better to be prepared 
in any case. In San Francisco (taring 
the past summer great improvements have 
been made in the drainage and general 
cleanlinosa of the city, but as yet Victoria 
can boast of no such sensible etops taken 
to secure the health of ita inhabitants. 
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RECIPROCITY. 

Tho United States have recently con- 
cluded two commercial treaties which are 
to bo laid before tho senate at its next 
session. One of these is a reciprocity 
treaty with Mexico, which still requires 
an act of congress to give it force. The 
other troaty has boon arranged with Spain 
and has reference to tho Spanish West 
Indies. There is already in force a reci- 
procity treaty with tho Sandwich Islands, 
so that it ia evident that our neighbors are 
aiming to establish an American zollvereili 
or customs union. In such a scheme 
Canada should seok to be included, for it 
would undoubtedly be to her advantage 
Tho present rotations between ourselves 
and tho United States aro unnatural, both 
countries being debarred from then- right- 
ful markets, and although we are not 
among thosu who for this reason argue 
that annexation would be the best thing 
for Canada, wo claim that what is really 
needed ia reciprocity. British Columbia 
would bo greatly benefited by a treaty 
which would allow our coal to enter 
American ports freo of duty, and this 
would certainly bo ono of tho articles 
specitiod. To the othor provinces a reci- 
procity treaty would be equally advan- 
tageous. While it would not injure the 
manufacturers, othor industries would 
thrive under it. There aro already large 
numbers ill Canada who favor the scheme, 
and it is known that during the past year 
delegates from our government were at 
Washington conferring on the matter. 
Nothing has come of these negotiations 
aa yet, but with a democratic president in 
the White Mouse more satisfactory terms 
could bo made, and after Cleveland's in 
auguration next March some more decided 
movement toward reciprocity may be ex- 
pected. 

Some Notes on Sauitary Mallei-*. 

Victoria, Nov. 21, I8S4. 

To tub Editor: — The mass of human 
ity does not appreciate the importance of 
sanitary science on its own general wel- 
fare. Men require to be educated up to 
it, or havo it brought home in the form of 
an epidemic. 

The last is the most convincing argil 
ment of the two, and has an important 
bearing on that time-honored syllogism, 
"that an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pouud of cure." Few people are inter- 
ested in such a dry subject as the prac 
tied side of sanitary science. A man may 
be given a newspaper, but like the borne 
taken to water he cannot be made to 
drink (except under certain circumstances 
not necessary to be noted here ) 1 cln not 
refer to the purity of tho city water, but 
to tho fountain of sanitary science. 

Of equal sanitary importance w ith tow n 
sewerage ia tho question of etlicioiit house 
drainage. Without the latter the former 
will, under the best devised system, re- 
main partially inoperative. In support of 
this opinion 1 will condense the views of 
some eminent sanitarians on points of de- 
tail not unworthy of present considera- 
tion : 

Tho discharge of rain from roofs and 
yard surface ia neeeasary to sewer velocity 
and tho dilution of sewage. Tho leaders 
from roofs which contribute storm waters 
at a high velocity, as also house drains, 
should, if poasible, enter the sewers 
direct without any retardation from 
siphons, traps, valves or other obstruc - 
tions. 

The sewer should bo allowed to breathe 
freely in tho open air through the soil 
pipe and rain-water leader. For one per- 
son poisoned by sower gas, scores are 
poisoned by foul air from unventilated 
house drains and pipes. The ollice of 
house drains is not leas the duty of liquid 
diachargo than the prevention of entrance 
nf foul air from sewers, and the providing 
for its ready exit from tho pipes them- 
selves. In bouse drainage good work is 
indispensable. 

Fifty dollars saved in tho cost of plumb- 
ing might, under certain probable con 
ditionH, make a fortune for an undertaker. 
The records of almost any board of health 
will establish this fact so far as the mor- 
tality part is concerned. 

Tho result of cheap drainage is the sat- 
uration of partitions, floors and ceilings, 
makiii" a hospital out of an otherwise 
healthy home. 

Drainage pipes should not be buried 
under cellar floors nor built tin in walls 
whore possible to put them in wooden 
casings. Cast iron drain pipes should be 
used within walls and stoneware pipes 
outside; these last should be laid on a 
good foundation and in no case allowed to 
enter the house. Even if laid in cement, 
settlement they will produce open joints 
and render the pipes sensibly ntfensive. 
House drains should be of correctly calcu- 
lated size; if too large, they will have a 
low velocity and not be solf cleausing. 
Lead ia objectionable for a soil pipe, being 
easily perforated by the careless driving 
of a nail, the tooth of a vagrant rat, the 
effect of its own weight even if set up too 
high, and other causes. Cast iron ia bet- 
ter for a soil pipe: once coated with a 
greasy film, corrosion will not alfecl it. 
Joints of iron pipe should be caulked with 
lead, and not with sand or putty . Mm- tar 
and cement for tho same purpose are 
equally bad. Changes of temperature 
will produce open joints pervious to both 
gases and liquids. 

Joints should bo made in one of two 
ways: by means of a tinned brass ferule 
soldered at the taper end and lead caulked 
at the other, or by the use of an iron 
ring, tho end of lead pipe boiny first 
turned over it, then slipped into the end 
of iron [iipe and lead caulked. N.i waste 
pipe should discharge into another— each 
should make its separate connection with 
tho soil pipe. No T branches should bu 
allowed on soil pipe connection they 
should be made in the form of the letter Y. 

Too many traps are worse than none, but 
each basin sink, tub, etc., should havo its 
traps close to the opening with an inde- 
pendent waste to the main soil pipe, ami 
every trap should have its separate ventilat- 
ing pipe leading up from tho highest point 
uf the trap to the main ventilating pipe.. 

All traps should be sufficiently bent to 
prevent their being easily unsealed by ox 
ternal pressure. The placing of a trap near 
tho front wall of the house, where the soil 
pipe leaves the cellar should not be done, 
unless the soil pipe be ventilated between 
such trap and the next nearest basin, sink, 
or other connection. 

All waste pipes should vent in a separate 
ventilating cast iron pipe of the same size 
as the soil-pipe extending to the roof with 
an open end. Every kitchen sink should 
have a grease t rap under it, circular in form, 
made of stoneware, about l(i inches in dia- 
meter and the same in height, the inlet pipe 
discharging near tho top and outlet pipe 
tinned down to within some six inches of 
the bottom. 

By attention to these and other sanitary 
methods of construction, together with a 
good system of town drainage, immunity 
from noxious gases my bo attained; but it 
may be takou as a foregone conclusion, that 
although good municipal drainage is indis- 
peusiblo to public health, attention to sani- 
tary matters under private control is equal- 
ly important. 

If the city authorities contemplate tho 
inauguration of a drainage system, il is of 



the greatest importance that private owners 
see that their buildings be so constructed 
as to derive all the future benefits to be at- 
tained tin reby. Municipal action may carry 
out a good system of drainage but it re- 
mains for owners of property to do the rest. 
One is the complement of the other, but 
both aro necessary to secure immunity from 
disease and perfect the sanitary system as a 
harmonious wholo. H. P. Bell,

SANITARY MATTERS. 

What Should l>e Done for the 
City's Health. 

The Opinions of Leading Phy- 



Believing that an expression of the 
opinion of prominent professional men 
on the present sanitary condition of the 
city , and the best means to bo adopted 
for the purpose of permanently remedy- 
ing existing evils, and of at once ameli- 
orating the cause of the prevailing sick- 
ness, a Colonist representative has inter- 
viewed a number of them, and to day we 
print a condensed expression of their 
views on the matter. The lirat inter- 
viewed was the health officer, 

lUt. JACKSON, 

Who thought if the present sanitary laws 
were carried nut there would bo an ab- 
sence of the disease now prevalent. The 
present law states that no cesspool shall 
exist, and that earth-closets or boxes are 
to be used and emptied periodically. Of 
course, this costs considerable money, in- 
dividually, during the year, but until a 
thorough system of sewerage is placed in 
the city it is the only way that at present 
can be adopted to preserve the city's 
health. On Government street, in places 
where a largo number of hands are em- 
ployed, the whole of the excreta and slops 
are carried into a wooden box drain, which 
absorbs the matter and sends its deadly 
uases into adjacent buildings. The bylaw 
clearly states that such a state of things is 
nut allowed, and yet this is but one in- 
stance of many. A drainage system, nf 
course, is tin 1 only remedy fur the evil, but 
a strict compliance with the sanitary bylaw 
would lend greatly to lessen it. Infractions 
of the bylaw are constantly leeurriug, us 
instance the case brought before the coun- 
cil at its last mooting. In this particular 
ease the bath, sink and Wlltor-cloKOt all 
drained into a cess-pool which, when il 
leached a curtain height, would How into 
the street gutter and in front of the resi- 
dence of other citizens. No leave should 
be granted in any instance lor a cess-pool 
to be dug, but the law strictly carried out. 
Were this done without doubt the presence 
of fever and diptheria in Victoria would be 
limited, for in certain cases it is from the 
filthy condition of the premises that the 
disease has sprung. Instead of the sani- 
tary "officer doing police duty, as at present, 
his whole time could be profitably devoted 
to the inspection of premises and the re- 
porting i>f all easoa where the condition:: 
of Iho city's bylaws were infracted to the 
health officer. Contagious diseases should 
also be reported, for the purpose of isola- 
(i hi and fumigation. If such an officer 
were appointed, and the law impartially 
enforced, the whole health of the city 
si ... ihl be wonderfully improved. The 
frequent Hushing of the city drains would 
also be another important addition to the 
means of cleansing the streets from exist- 
ing impurities. There can be no question- 
ing the fact that from the present filthy 
condition of streets and premises the 
presence of so much sickness in our city 
■ an be attributed. A case of typhoid fever 
in the country amy be cited to prove this. 
The house was situated on the top of a hill 
and the manure from the stable was allowed 
to stand and soak through the earth until it 
made foul the drain from which the cattle 
drank at the foot uf the hill. This would 
he naturally communicated to the milk pro- 
duced, which being drank by the family 
cause d the breaking out of fever. It will 
be easily seen how the recent rains have 
idfected the health of Victoria, for it has 
Hooded (be cess-pools, and a great number 
of lb.- houses are resting on earth that is 
poisoned with the foul deposits iu these 
iios,!s of disease, exhalations from which 
rise through the house and poisou the sys- 
lems of its occupants. As before stated 
the system of dry-earth closets or boxes is 
tin- only means at present available, ami it 
is in the interest of every citizen that the 
law relating to the same should be carried 
out without exception in any instance, 
till. DAVIE 

stated that, tho cause of the present diseases, 
typhoid fever and diptheria, is simply tho 
filthy condition of tho city, in two ways: 
the almost entire absence of drainage, and 
I he fact that the place is full of cess-pools 
containing fecal matter. The exact cause as 
recognized by nearly all leading medical 
men of typhoid fever is nothing more or 
less than the actual contamination of drink- 
ing water or milk by fecal matter. Dip- 
theria on the other hand arrises from sower 
gas and general filth and uueleanliness id 



the outside drain with a pipe and carrying 
it to tho roof of the house, thus allowing 
all tho gas to escape as it was formed, had 
been tried in several houses here for some 
years on his recommendation. This had 
the effect of keeping the house free from 
all gas ami sweet. There was no doubt 
that tho disease was attributable to filthy 
premises and streets, the presuiico uf cess- 
pools and improper sewerage. The fever 
was of the natuie of malarial typhoid, 
while thero wore some cases of pure ty- 
phoid. 

Dtt. .ioiin ash 
Being asked as to tho cimso or the epi- 
demic of sickness, replied that behind 
nearly every house and place of business 
in this city there is a pit into which tho 
excreta of the inhabitants have been de- 
posited, in most cases, for many years. 
In some instances these pits overflow ; in 
nearly all the earth far and near is saturat- 
ed with the foul matter A wet season, Buch 
as that through which wo aro passing, 
causes the matter and lluids to percolate 
in all directions through the earth. Then 
the microbe arises and poisons the atmos- 
phere ; hence disease and death. The 
existing illness, Dr. Ash said, was caused 
by a want of drainage. Earth closets 
might meet the emergency . i a limited 
extent, but tholo were still the slops from 
kitchens and wash-houses, and the over- 
ftuw of manufactories and the natural 
rainfall to be disposed of, and which, if 
allowed to lio on the surface, would be as 
destructive of life as an overflowing wator 

1)11. .1. 11. MATTHEWS 
Attributed the epidemic entirely to bad 
drainage. The drinking water and the 
milk were not the cause of the sickness, 
although what persons sometimes put into 
them often makes them ill. The con- 
dition of the oily was alarming. Earth 
closets were impracticable in this town, 
and as for cesspools, they should not bo 
permitted. Surface water, if allowed to 
stagnate, was as prejudicial to health as 
seepage from water closets. To drain tho 
town into i he harbor would bo to change 
the seat of the disease, not destroy it. 
Tiie proper course would bo to carry 
everything into the sea. Tim doctor 
added that he knew of no city which 
could be so easily ami, compared with tho 
benefits to he conferred, s i ine.Y.iwusivoly 
drained as this "Victoria of |( '' He 
urged the necessity nf iinmq,j ,,i,r aiil-ot iuil , 
and said thai Lho people ougl "" miil^rudge 
every moment that will neeti, lri j. ttt( .,8lapso 
between the incoming of the i.e.. council 
ami the preparation and perfection of a 
drainage system. 

HI; . II. II \KKISUN 

Said the diseases that were making such 
havoc in the city arc malarial remittent 
fever and diphtheria. He had not seen a 
case nf real typhoid, although ho under- 
stood there were several ill town. If 
drainage was provided on a true prin- 
ciple diseases of this type would disap- 
pear. The earth closet system was im- 
practicable on account uf the dearness of 
labor and tho irregularity of the cart 
service. Surface water v. as almost as 
prejudicial to public health as water 
closets, and supposing earth closets to bo 
practicable, there would still remain tho 
surface water to carry off, which could 
only bo effectually done by sewors. Dr. 
Harrison did not think that if cows 
drank surface water their milk would be 
affected; but great daneer was to be ap- 
prehended from washing mill; pans ill 
dirty wator and from tho adulteration of 
milk with water that is not pure. Lie 
cited one case near Loudon where a largo 
number of persons died from typhoid 
fever and the origin was traced to a dis- 
honest milkman who eked out a scanty 
supply uf the lacteal lluid with water 
from a well into which the emanations 
of a typhoid fever patient flowed J Tho 
samu thing might occur hero. Nothing 
but a thorough system of drainage would 
preserve the health of this town, which, 
instead uf being visited by totliista, would 
soon be shunned by them. The emerg- 
ency was great and the danger could not 
be overrated. In fact, said Dr. Harrison

ENGLAND. 
London, Nov. L'2 — Thu action for libel 
brought by F. M. Adams, barrister, 
against Bernard Coleridge was resumed 
to-day. Adams continued his opening 
remarks; ho said he had much affection 
;'.,r Mtoa Coleridge, but he had no thought 
of marrying her. Attorney-General James 
submitted that tho plaintiff had no causo 
and must bo non suited. The judge 
ruled that Bernard's letter was a privil 
edged communication, nud Adams, in 
order to maintain his case, must prove 
express malice or dishonesty on tho part 
of Bernard. Ho decided to loavo the 
case to a jury, reserving for himself, how- 
evor, the right to decide tho action on a, 
point of law, in case the verdict is not 
wan anted by tho evidence. Adams con- 
tinued his statements and said he and 
Miss Coleridge wore now resolved to get 
married. Tho case was submitted to tho 
jury, who, after some doliboaation, 
brought in a verdict for £3,000. The 
judge overruled tho verdict and gave a 
verdict for Coleridge with costs. 

CANADA. 
Montreal, Nov. 22.— By order from 
tho Pope, Laval university is designated 
as tho only ono in the Provico of Ouobec, 
and all the other colleges aro ordered to 
affiliate with it. Josuit colleges have re- 
fused to obey tho order, declaring tho 
Josuit order is understood in such rules 
regarding education, and that oven the 
Pope cannot change it.

ENGLAND. 

London, Nov. 22.— Tho Prince of 
Wales has been entertaining Edward 
James Stanley and Jesse Ceilings, mem- 
bers of parliament and other advanced 
radicals at his palace at Sandringham. 

London, Nov. 22.— The distress among 
tho English shipbuilding workingmen is 
increasing at the shipyards on the Tyne, 
Clyde and Mersey. There is scarcely ono 
fourth of the possible working force und 
power now in etl'ective operation. 

London, Nov. 22.— Miss Fortescue 
who obtained a verdict of ton thousand 
pounds damages against Lord Garmoyle, 
lias temporarily retired from tho stage. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, Nov. 22. — The German gov- 
ernment are credited with an intention to 
annex sovoral islands of the Pacific ocean 
as well as part, of New Guinea. The 
North German Gazette makes a bitter at- 
tack on the English extensions which has 
been made in tho Pacitie, and says tho 
British high Commissioner recently in- 
dicted a mock sentence of eight days' im- 
prisonment upon tho pirates of tho 
schooner Stanley, who plundered several 
German merchants at Laugliran Islands, 
and who, after massacreiug a number of 
natives, took one hundred of them as 
slaves to Queensland. Tho Gazette says 
Germany is bound to insist upon the im- 
mediate annexation of the unclaimed 
islands in New Guinea, if only for the 
purpose of protecting tho natives from 
English barbarities. 

Brussels, Nov. 22. — Germany is pre- 
paring to extend its protectorate to the 
Sultana of Zanzibar. 

BERLIN, Nov. 22. — Progressists abstained 
from voting iu tho election of a president 
of the reichstag to-day. 

In conversation with a prominent com- 
servative to-day Bismarck said there was no 
intention on the part of the government 
to propose tho levying of any new taxes. 
If the reichstag reduces or rejects any items 
in the budget for revenue submitted by the 
government, ho should accept the decision 
of tho reichstag, leaving them responsible 
therefor. lie stated he considers it the 
duty of the reichstag after rejecting all pro- 
posals of tho government for taxation to 
discover fresh means for covering the neces- 
sary expenditure of the nation. The con- 
servatives will again propose a bourse tax. 

AFRICA. 

Berlin, Nov. 22. — At. to-day's sitting 
of the Congo conference, John A. Kasson, 
the American delegate, made certain pro- 
posals with roiorenco to tho frontiers of 
Congo basin. It is generally believed 
that England has agreed to recognize the 
International African Association as a 
state. It is reported that tho agreement 
of Germany with the International African 
Association consists of two parts. Tho 
first part enumerates tho guarantees tho 
association will give to Germany. Tho 
second part enumerates that Germany 
will recognize the flag of tho association 
as tho (lag of a friendly state. Tho 
members of the Congo conference dined 
with the emperor to-night. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Sax Francisco, Nov. 22. — A report was 
current this afternoon that Adolph Sproc- 
kles, who shot M. 11. Do Young and was iu 
turn shot by Ceo. W. Emerson, was suffer- 
ing from blood poisoning. This was denied 
by his relatives, however, and his wound 
stated to bo trilling. 

Dr. Murphy reports Do Young's condi- 
tion better generally than yesterday, and 
danger of hemmorrhugo from tho wounds 
decreasing. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Pittsburo, Nov. 22. — Workers iu all flint 
glass factories on the south side worn in- 
formed to day that wages will bo reduced 
10 per cent, on Monday. It is thought that 
tho reduction will bo accepted. 

Fall River, Mass. , Nov. 22. — Manu- 
facturers deny that any cut in tho wages 
of operatives is contemplated. 

Lewiston, Me., Nov. 22.— Hill & An- 
droscoggin have shut down for a week. Tho 
Continental mill will run only the first 
throe clays of next week. The Lewislon 
corporation mill will run on two-third 
time for the present. Farwell's mill at 
Lisbon announce 5 to 10 per cont. reduc- 
tion, beginning next month. 

Lisbon, Dakota, Nov. 22. — In a confla- 
gration here to-night Samuol McGregor 
had twenty horses burned to death; loss, 
t'10.000. 

Reading, Pa., Nov 22. — A representa- 
tive of tho state board of charities to-day 
discovered that Nicholas Seidol, insane, 
was confined in r. small log hut on a farm 
near this city, where he has been kept 
chained for a period of 30 years by his 



nephow, who lives on the farm. The lat- 
ter refused to permit visitors to boo tho 
unfortunate man. Tho case will bo re- 
ported to the state officials, and the man 
will probably bo removed to an asylum. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 22.— Tho Inter- 
national Navigation Co. is seriously con- 
sidering the running of American built 
schooners under tho British flag instead 
of the American flag, as at present.

How Ostrich Plumes and Tips Aro 
Imitated. 



"Take tho year riglit through," said 
a feather doator to a robbrtor yester- 
day afternoon, "and you'll find by ob- 
servation that San Francisco ladies 
wear feathers on their hats to agreator 
extent than they are worn in any other 
city of this size in tho world." 

"Blow's that?" asked tho reporter. 

"It's tho climate, 1 suppose — tho 
cool oven temperature of this peninsu- 
la, which permits sealskins and Whiter 
fashioned hats to be worn during tho 
greater part of the year." 

"But tho dealers in fancy feathers 
don't complain on this account?" 

"Not they. It's a very good business 
here, except during two or three months 
of the yoar, when people aro well sup- 
plied or have gono into tho country 
with thoir ilowor and ribbon-trimmod 
straw hats. A good deal of my trade 
is with ladies who have old feathers to 
dyo or curl or to cut up into tips." 

"What is a tip?" 

"A tip is one of those short, bobbing 
feathers so stylish just now. Last year 
tho fashionable crazo was over wild 
birds' wings and heads for hats and 
turbans, but this yoar it's tips." 

"Are they mostly cut from ostrich 
feathers?" 

"Well, that is tho supposition; but, 
bless you, we don't sell more than half 
tho number of real ostrich tips that we 
do of imitations. It's a shame to cut 
up a nice, long ostrich plume into tips, 
and tho very short ostrich feathers aro 
rarely of good texture and libor — that 
is, the African kind are not. Many of 
the East India importations of this sort 
aro very good, however, but they come 
vory T high. So all kinds of feathers aro 
fixed up in imitation of those of tho os- 
trich. There's the rhea, or American 
^trich; tho adjutant, peacock, pheas- 
ant, oaglo and others. Tho kind usod 
hero to a great extent, -.'specially in im- 
itating ostrich tips, is the South Amer- 
ican vulture. I will show you some of 
these imitations and you will see how 
they may be distinguished from tho 
real article." 

Comparisons were then made bo- 
twoen different varieties of feathers, 
ami the dill'uronco butweon the geuuiuo 
and tho counterfeit pointed out. It was 
Bhown how an "ostrich" plume of great 
longth might be made by piercing the 
soft, short feathers of tho vulture on a 
framework of whalebone, stiff cloth or 
other material, the only way to detect 
tho imposition on public credulity with- 
out direct comparison being by a 
!, the. iv.'.ida at tb« fnnthnr 



which will discloso tho framework. 
The feathers of cocks are also placed 
together in this manner, and when 
curlod and colored make a handsome 
plume, though more easily, distin- 
guished from the ostrich feathers by 
the thin and wiry nature of tho libers. 

"What is tho difference in price be- 
tween imitation and real plumes and 
tips?" was asked. 

"Heal ostrich feathers run from $2.50 
up to $20 each. I will make you all tho 
imitations you want at 10 cents up to 
$■4 or if 5 apiece." 

"Are the long plumes worn to a great 
extent?" 

"Oh, yes; they always will bo, too, 
ns there is nothing handsomer on a hat 
thau a finely-colored plume." 

"Aro all these feathers dyed before 
being worn?" 

'•Nearly all. Ouiy once in a great 
whilo do wo get a feather right off tho 
ostrich which does not reqnire color- 
ing. You see, uniform color is always 
desired by ladies, and this is a rare 
thing In freshly-plucked ostrich feath- 
ers. They aro generally liko this," 
said the feather man, showing somo 
long white and blown feathers, tho col- 
ors of which were mixed, liko popper 
and salt, over the downy plumes. 
"Here is a rarity," and he uncovered a 
lovely brown feather, which would havo 
made a fashionable young lady' wild 
with envy if sho had seen it on a rival 
hello's hat. "Thou they coma in greys 
and sometimes in snowy whites, but tho 
latter are rare,'' said the dealer. 

The various methods of dyeing feath- 
ers were explained. They aro not ma- 
terially different from tho modes of 
coloring straw or dross goods. A feath- 
er may bo colored a hundred different 
shades, beginning with a light one, and 
wears well, if proper! v cared for. 

"Where do the San L'"ranci3CO feather 
doalers rrot their supplies of tho ostrich 
article?" the reporter inquirod. 

Wo used 
to import them, but fur some reason or 
other we find that wo can <rot tho same 
feather in New York for $4 that we 
would have to pay 25 francs for in 
Paris. Beside, there is an enormous 
customs duty to be paid." 

"Do you get many feathers from 
Australia?" 

"No; only a few, but they aro of good 
quality." 

"How do the feathers of tho ostriches 
hatched in this country compare with 
the foreign importation?" 

"Very favorable, those that I have 
aoen. There is no reason why tho os- 
trich should not thrive in our southern 
countries. I am well acquainted with 
tho ostrich-growing industry, having 
onco owned an ostrich farm near Cal- 
cutta. One thing I have noticed about 
ostrich-growing in this country which 
I don't like is the, failure to secure good 
stock to start with. The man who se- 
lects from the best birds, and thoso va- 
rieties having the linest plumage, will 
bo tho man who makes tho most money 
out of the business. In ostrich-raising, 
as in everything else, a person must 
start right in order to succeed." 

"What arc tho going colors in feath- 
ers just now?" 

"Gold-brown and bright and dark 
garnet." — San b'rancisco Chronicle. 



Curiosity of Medical Life. 



An English paper gives some of tho 
curiosities of medical life. It is tho 
duty of one doctor lo take lunch every 
day at a great castle belonging to a 
uoblo lord. The household is immense, 
and there is just the chance that there 
may be some case of indisposition de- 
manding attention.

She invites 
pleasant people to her home, not to | 
show how many rich tilings sho has, ] 
but to make hor husband's home hours 
pass cheerfully. Sho knows that it she | 
is half a woman no oilier can displace 
hor in her husband's affections. Sho is 
always more attractive in her manners 
to her husband than to other men. Sho j 
is tho genius of l ho household. Hut, | 
unfortunately, most of them are dead.
